Will Rogers U.S.A. Stamp 


United States P.M.G. Jesse M. 
Donaldson has announced the des- 
cription of the new 8c Will Rogers 
commemorative postage stamp which 
will be placed on first-day sale at 
Claremore, Oklahoma, on November 
4, 1948. P. S. makes note of this as 
many Canadians admired Rogers. 

The stamp is 0.85 by 0.98 inches in 
dimensions, arranged vertically, with 
a single line border. The central de- 
sign is a portrait of Will Rogers, be- 
low which is the wording, “I never 
-met a man I didn’t like” — Will 
Rogers, in dark gothic. Above the 
portrait is the denomination 3 cents 
in white gothic. 

The central design is framed on 
the left and right by narrow draper- 
ies. The shaded gothic lettering 
“United States Postage” on a dark 
background panel completes the 
lower border. 

The stamp wil be purple.

Most collectors of B.N.A. stamps 
have heard of Dr. Lewis L. Reford 
of Monreal but few have had the 
pleasure of meeting this retiring 
gentleman whose knowledge of Can- 
adian stamps is probably unequalled 
by any philatelist. He was born at 
Montreal in 1879, educated at Mc- 
Gill University and Johns Hopkins 
Medical School and holds the degrees 
of B.A., M.D. and C.M. and was a 
Major in the Canadian Army Medical 
Corps during the first Great War. 


Dr. Reford commenced the serious 
study of the stamps of Canada and 
Provinces in 1916 and by 1925 was 
considered one of the leading author- 
ities and had one of the finest col- 
lections. His study of the Canada 
‘Pence’ and ‘1859’ issues revealed 
many varieties and re-entries not 
previously known, some of which are 
illustrated in Jarrett’s B.N.A. cat- 
alogue. He collaborated with Senator 
Calder in the latter’s masterpiece, 
“Some Phases of the Canada _ ’59 
Issue” published in 1939. Dr. Reford 
has one of the finest collections of 
the ‘Large Cents’ issue which in- 
cludes one of the two known copies 
of the 2c value on Laid paper. In 
1925 he wrote a short article on the 
15c stamp which appeared in the 
handbook of the Third Canadian 
Philatelic Exhibition. In recent years 
he has concentrated on the ‘Small 
Cents’ issue of 1870-97 and was 
aware of the existence of the rare 
perf. 12% variety of the 3c stamp 
long before it was generally known. 
His collection contains no less than 
nineteen copies, three of them on 
cover. It is hoped that the Doctor 
will make available to  philatelists 
the results of his study of this and 
other issues so that future collectors 
will benefit by his knowledge. 


In 1925 Dr. Reford was President 
of the Third Canadian Philatelic 
Exhibition held in Montreal and it 


was mainly through his efforts that - 


the exhibition was an outstanding 
success. The Exhibition handbook is 


a Canadian philatelic treasure con- 
taining many photographic illustra- 
tions, many of them of the rarieties 
in Dr. Reford’s collection. 

In addition to being a Fellow of 
the Royal Philatelic Society Dr. Re- 
ford is the holder of many exhibition 
awards and his advice is constantly 
being sought by students on the 
stamps of British North America. 


10th BIRTHDAY MARKED 


Close to 100 people, including 
guests from as far away as Edmon- 
ton, Alberta, and Bloomingdale, Mich- 
igan, attended the 10th anniversary 
party of the Brantford Stamp Club, 
held Oct. 3rd. The observance in- 
cluded a banquet at Hotel Kerby, an 
exhibition, an auction, and a bourse. 

An envelope containing the new 
stamp issue, postmarked in Brant- 
ford on the day it was issued and 
commemorating the centennial of re- 
sponsible government in Canada, 
was placed on each guests plate. 

Sixty-five lots changed hands at 
the auction, which was held following 
the banquet. 

Guest speaker was Alex Living- 
stone, Detroit, who recently returned 
from a 26-month visit to England. He 
told the members that economic con- 
ditions there were terrible but that 
the situation seemed to be improving 
slowly. 

Dealing briefly with stamps, the 
speaker warned the collectors present 
that specialization in collecting car- 
ried to extremes, was dangerous and 
led the collector away from the real 
essence of the hobby.

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About Plate Blocks 
BY “SCOTIA” 


Plate blocks to Mrs. 
Detroit, whose letter in the July- 
August issue I found most instruc- 


tive. Cheerfully I admit she is right 
as to the relative scarcity of plate 
blocks and stamps—the former are 
indeed many thousands times scare- 
er. A very good point to remember! 
Another is the fact that our Amer-

ican cousins appreciate Canadian 
plate blocks—we had better get 
busy! 

Along the same line, I have _ to 


thank Mr. Donald Woodside of 
Brockville for bringing to. my at- 
tention the column on plate blocks 
written for Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News by Mr. Emanual Strauss. He 
deals with American stamps. ex- 
clusively, but much of the informa- 
tion is of interest to Canadians. Mr. 
Linn, introducing the new column, 
says in part,’ It seems that Plate 
Number Collecting has come to the 
fore as the leader in collector inter- 
est. The rabid fan has the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that he will always 
have plenty of old material to hunt 
for as well as an ample supply of 
new material to pick up.” And Mr. 
Strauss makes many good points, 
among them the following, “Plate 
Blocks are the happy medium  be- 
tween the simple stamps, the plain 
blocks, and the full sheets.” “Fas- 
cinating is no word for it. Prove it 
to yourself. Make it your business 
to acquire the four positions of a 
plate number. Set them up 4x4. A 
thrill worth many times the effort 
will come to you!! Very true! 

To another Brockville correspond- 
ent, Mr. Paul Brown, I am indebted 
for one of this most interesting 
articles on plate blocks which I have 
seen. It is entitled, “Identification of 
Pane by. Imprint Characteristics, 
Peace Issue,” and enables one to de- 
termine position of plate blocks in 
the absence of vertical selvedge. He 
has kindly allowed me to use this in 
my column, and I feel confident you 
will find it as interesting as I did. 

The whole question of missing 
selvedge is a moot one. Personally, I 
like to have my plate blocks show 
_plainly the reconstructed sheet pat- 


tern, and have little use for “blocks 
with plate numbers attached” which 
is what they should be called, I 


think, to prevent confusion with the 
ordinary plate blocks. Of course, 
many issues, such as those of 1935 
do not lend themselves to this 
method of mounting, and the 
question of selvedge does not apply. 
In eases like this, the thing to be 
settled, it seems to me is the relative 
value of a partial plate blocks—for 
instance, a block of four, where a 
block of six is normal. And, to go on 
from there, what “is the relative 
value of a plate pair; I have one of 
the Evangeline fifty, and am not 
likely to be able to replace it with a 
block, in view of the price command- 
ed by the latter. I would be glad to 
hear from any reader who wishes 
to take the trouble of writing me, 
care of this magazine, on this point. 

One question more—where are all 
the top positions of plate five of 
C7? They are not only on my want 
list, but also on that of every cor- 
respondent who lists them at all. Any 
explanations ?

The ships of the Clarke S.S. Co., 
Ltd., are a blessing to the people of 
the towns, townships, villages, settle- 
ments and trading posts dotted along 
both banks of that mighty River. The 


very existence of many a remote 
community depends almost entirely 
upon the ships of the Clarke 
Company. 

The Clarke Shipping Company 


evolved from a famous publishing 
firm belonging to an earlier Clarke 
generation. 

A paper mill was established to 
meet publishing requirements around 
which has grown the modern and 
industrious town of Clarke City on 
the north shore of the St. Lawrence. 

In turn the progressive necessity 
of transport of passengers and 
freight to and from Quebec ultimate- 
ly brought about the conversion of a 
family of publishers into a family of 
shipowners. 

The Clarke Line has steadily de- 
veloped since 1921 and its services 
now extend to Newfoundland, Labra- 
dor, The Maritimes and the Islands 
of the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 

Seapost Services are performed 
abroad two of the Clarke vessels, 
S.S. “North Shore,” and S.S. “North 
Voyageur,” which navigate the north 
bank of the St. Lawrence during the 


open season between Quebee and 
Havre S. Pierre, and Quebec and 
Blane Sablon respectively. 

The postmarks are the ordinary 


Canadian single circle type, inscribed 
as follows:— 

“Que. Hve. St. Pierre. Sea Port.” 
“Que. & Lour. Du B. Sab. Sea Post.” 


It will be noted that inscription on 
the first postmark reads, “Sea Port” 
instead of “Sea Post”. 

The writers are deeply grateful to 
Mr. Robert Lagarde, Purser of S.S. 
“North Shore” for an interesting 
and fascinating history of the Comp- 


any, and historical and descriptive 
notes regarding the regions and ports 
of call of the Clarke ships. 

The Compagne de ‘Transport Du 
Bas St. Laurent Ltd. also provide 
collectors with interesting maritime 
postmarks, which may also appeal to 
those that specialise in Canadian 
issues, and postal history and postal 
markings of the Dominion. 

River postal services on the St. 
Lawrence are performed on _ board 
two vessels of that company, M.V. 
“Jean Brillant,” and M.V. “Matane,” 
between Rimouski and Sept Iles, and 
Matane and Sept Iles respectively. 
These services link both banks of the 
River. 


The postmarks are single circles, 
and are ininseribed in French 
thus :— 

“Rimouski & Sept Iles, Poste 
Fluviale.” 


“Matane & Sept Iles, Poste Fluviale”.

ANOTHER ZIMMERMAN BILL

This Bill is similar, with the fol- 


lowing exception. The printing is in 
black, the large printed THREE is 
in red and shows clear through to the 
back of the Bill which is otherwise 
blank. This Bill is payable at the 
bank in ELGIN, and not Clifton. It 
is a circulated bill, pen dated 1856, 
countersigned R. Sole on left hand 
bottom side and numbered also in 
pen #44. The bank president’s signa- 
ture S. Zimmerman, appears to have 
been printed, as ink looks like that 
used for “Will Pay to Bearer” part 
of the bill—Howard M. S. Pentelow.

DILATORY DEALERS 


Linn’s Weekly Stamp News has 
been moved to publish an editorial 
on a dealer fault that occasionally 


has been a source of annoyance to 
us, too, and a waste of our time in 
correspondence with the parties in- 


volved to effect adjustment. Mr. 
Lynn says in part: 

“One of the most frequent causes 
of complaint that comes to our office 
is that of such long delay in filling * 
orders or replying to inquiries, by 
stamp dealers. (certain indifferent 
ones). 


Right now we have a letter writ- 
ten by a gentleman in Puerto Rico. 
The letter before us is evidence that 
this party is capable of writing a 
good letter, that there should be no 
logical reason for any lack of in- 
formation in his letter, that the ad- 
dress and name is legible and that 
the gentleman evidently is able to 
write a letter with a full understand- 
ing of what he is wanting and that 
there ought to be no reason why the 
person receiving a letter from him, 
could not make a prompt reply. In 
fact we would judge from the word- 
ing of the letter and from the sta- 
tionery used that perhaps this man 
is well able to spend considerable 
money on stamps, that he might 
make a very desirable customer for 
that dealer who might treat him as 
if he wanted his business. That is 
why we say “why kill the goose that 
lays the golden egg?” We often 
wonder why stamp dealers will spend 
money to try to make contacts with 
new customers, try to get new 
customers and all that and then the 
very minute they get an order from 
this new customer they deliberately 
neglect to treat him like a valued 
customer. Surely, if a stamp dealer 
will found his business on the basis 
of prompt and courteous attention to 
everyone, he wili succeed, for lack of 
these two points is one of the most 
gross faults of so many who are in 
the stamp business. Our only advice 
when these things are called to our 
attention is to tell the collector to 


try to find a dealer who will ap- 
preciate his trade and give him 
prompt service.”

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Hobbies, and hing of Hobbies 


By J. H. Riddell 


Every one should have a hobby. It 
is something that will be of benefit 
at times when people are at a loss to 
know what to do with themselves. 


This applies especially to those per- 
sons who have led an active life. 
When such persons have a hobby it 
will enable them to pass the time 
with pleasure and profit. 

There are many subjects to choose 
from as for example the collecting of 
stamps, coins, fancy china (a lady’s 
specialty) Indian relics, pictures and 
paintings, shells, butterflies and 
insects—even buttons; also photo- 
graphy and gardening. Many other 
items may be chosen but this list will 
serve as a guide. But of all hobbies 
there is none that will furnish so 
much information as philately. From 
it one will learn history, geography, 
finance and other things. Who but a 
philatelist would know who is Queen 
Salote or the Empress Haiditn, or 
even King Zog. Also how many non- 
collections can tell you where to find 
Urunda-Urundi or Tana-Toauva, 
Djibouti, Inini or Konang - Chou, 
Also if in money values you have 
heard centavos and pesos mentioned 
you would, if a philatelist, know the 
money of a South American country 


was being referred to. If centimos 
and pesetas you would think of 
Spain; if pfennigs and mark 


(Germany-). If centims and frances 
(France). If milliemes, paras and 
piastres, Egypt. If annas and pies, 
India. If centesimi and liris, Italy and 
so on through all other countries. 
Philately has been often called the 
King of hobbies and we know it has 
been the hobby of Kings. Our own 
King is an enthusiastic collectior and 
so was his father, George V. 1 have 
read that he kept a special secretary 
just to look after his collection of 
600 volumes. 

President Roosvelt also was an 
ardent collector and his stamps were 
sold for a large sum after his death. 
Queen Wilhelmina is another ruler 
who is a collector, and there are 
many more people of note who enjoy 
this pastime. 


Ways To Collect 


To become a real collector there 
are several ways to go about biuld- 
ing up a colleetion. First, let your 
friends know you are in the game. 
It is surprising the number of stamps 
you will acquire in this way. I have 
many that have been given me by 
friends, some of them of real value. 
Second, try and get in touch with 
collectors in other countries and have 
exchanges. You will obtain many this 
way at little expence, save the post- 
age. Third, try and organize a club 
of others who are following the same 
hobby. In my young days we had a 
boys club of about six members with 
regular meetings at which we had 
exchanges and where we turned in 
our duplicates for some good stamps. 
I obtained my 17c (1859) in this way. 
Here in Dunnville we had a club of 
ten or more members. We met once a 
month at the various homes: Often a 
paper was read dealing with stamps; 
guessing contests were held then 
from the sheet of stamps each 
brought we drew any stamps we 
desired to have. Each sheet had been 
priced and an account kept of those 
removed. The late war killed our 
club for so many became mixed up 
with war work it was hard to get 
the bunch together for a meeting. 
Fourth way is by travel. From 1921 
to 1938 I did a lot of it and thus 
secured many specimens in this way. 
When landing at a new place I would 
make a bee line for the Post Office 
and mail letters home covered with 
many stamps which my friends saved 
for me. I would also procure a partial 
set of unused ones up to a shilling. 
The P.O. people were always very 
obliging when asked to cancel stamps 
lightly. 

Among the places I thus visited 
were Britain, France and Belgium 
also in America, Newfoundland, Ber- 
muda, Bahamas, Montserrat, Bar- 
bados, Trinidad, Jamaica, Panama, 
Canal Zone and Mexico. This gave me 
a chance to pick up many stamps. I 
might not otherwise have obtained.

Also in your travels you meet others 
interested in the same pursuit. On 
the trip through the Panama Canal 
to California I met a young man 
from Galway, Ireland. He being a 
eollector we became quite chummy. 
On his return home he sent me a 
fine assortment of Irish stamps of 
interest. 

I do not think one should start a 
collection till well on in their teens. 
I was sixteen and made a number of 
mistakes. 

What to Collect 

I think one should start as a gen- 
eval collector for in this way you 
learn so much of world history, 
geography and world money values. 
Later on I would recommend special- 
izing in some particular continent, 
country or group. Take for instance 
North America, the West Indies, the 
French colonies, India and native 
States. But what I think best and 
which is very popular is the collect- 
ing of the stamps of the British Com- 
monwealth. When you consider that 
besides the mother country there are 
eight Dominions and fifty or more 
lesser colonies you will realize how 
large a field you have to draw from. 
I have made this my specialty for 
some years and find it very satis- 
factory. It is a favorite with many 
collectors and some firms in the U.S. 
make it their specialty. 

Personal Experiences 

A cousin of mine from Edinburgh 
visited Canada in my young days. 
Being a stamp collector she brought 
over with her a number of her 
duplicates thinking some of her Can- 
adian relatives might be interested. 
She did not find any who were but 
she awakened in me a desire to col- 
lect and I have ever felt a debt of 
evatitute to her for starting me on 
this delightful and instinctive hobby. 
She gave me a number of her stamps 
whieh formed the nucleus of my col- 
lection. Among them were a number 
of early Italian which I can still 
point out as my starters. I only made 
slow progress for sometime. Then one 
day I bought an assorted lot from a 
Simcoe man which augmented my 
collection considerably. A little later 
I saw an advertisement of a young 
man in Paris, France, in one of our 
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Canadian papers who offered to send 
100 assorted French stamps to any- 
one who would send him a like 
assortment of Canada. This appealed 
to me so I got an assortment together 


and sent them to him. It gave me a 
great thrill when a few weeks later I 
received his return exchange. His 
letter was covered with French 
stamps, several being those of 
Napoleon III. He must have been 
pleased with what I sent him for he 
asked me to send another lot which I 
did but asked him if he could send 
some Spanish ones in part with his 
return exchange. This he did, sending 
me a number of early stamps of 
Isabella II. These were not rare but 
real good ones seldom seen on ap- 
proval sheets. 

After this I got in touch with col- 
lectors in quite a few European 
countries and only once did I send 
stamps for which I got no return. 
This was to a Russian. Perhaps he 
never received them. 

The most satisfactory experience I 
had was with a young Greek whe 
lived in Cyprus. Name was Lanitis. I 
corresponded with him for several 
years. We even exchanged photos. 
He sent me many Cyprus stamps and 
also a lot of early Greek which were 
of much interest. Later on he went 
to Venice from where he continued 
sending me stamps, some being those 
of Tuskany before union with Italy. 
Later on I had a lady correspondent 
in New Zealand from whom I obtain- 
ed many of its stamps of Edward 
VII issues. 

I later on met a man who at one 
time lived in Dunedin, N.Z. and who 
happened to know this lady—a very 
stranee co-incidence. My latest stamp 
friend is an Australian with whom I 
have had several very fine exchanges. 
In fact I have now obtained almost 
all of the Dominion issues since Con- 
federation. I do lack many of the 
separate states however though I 
have a fair showing of them. 

General Information 

Postage stamps, as we all know 
were first issued in 1840 when Gt. 
Britain produced the 1 penny imperf- 
orated black. Next year the color was 
cbanoed to red brown to make can- 


cellation plainer. A 2d blue stamp 
was also issued that same year. 
Strange to say Brazil was the next 
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country to issue them. United States 
did not put out a Gov’t. issue till 
1847. Some post masters were al- 


lowed to issue private ones previous 
to this date. Canada did not bring 
them out until 1851 when 3 values 
were issued 3d, 6d, and 12d. These 
were in use till 1859. A ted, 71d and 
10d were put out between 1855 and 
58. In 1859 the cent values appeared 
and were of the same design as the 
pence issues. These were continued 
till 1868 when following Confedera- 
tion a new issue appeared for use in 
the New Dominion of Canada. Up to 
that time Canada only consisted of 
Ontario and Quebec, then called 
Upper and Lower Canada. In 1847 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia 
came in. These provinces had their 
own stamps as did Prince Edward 
Island and British Columbia who 
joined up later. The stamps of these 
Provinces are mostly all valuable. 

In 1870 a new set appeared similar 
to the 1868-70 series, but smaller in 
size. These continued in use for a 
long period, until 1897. There is a 
great variety of shades in this issue 
on account of the many printings, 
especially the 38-cent value. Then 
followed the famous diamond Jubilee 
issue, one that had great popularity, 
being Canada’s first Commemorative 
issue. Except for the low values these 
are now high priced. Then came the 
Maple Leaf issue. It is said these did 
not please the people of French Can- 
ada and a new issue was put out, 
very similar but with numerals in 
the lower covers. King Edward VII 
stamps were in use from 1903 till 
1912. The 50e of that issue is of good 
value. The Quebec Tercentary issue 
of Edward’s time was a very fine one 
of eight varities and were very 
popular and of good value. 

There were five regular issues of 
Geo. V stamps, besides several sets 
of specials and many single (ditto). 
The Silver Jubilee set of 1935 was 
one of great interest. Two sets of 
Geo. VI have been turned out, a 
regular and a war time issue. At one 
time, 1875 to ’89 a special stamp was 
required for registered letters, ob- 
long in shape and of three values. 
The 8c of this issue is a rather 
scarce one. 

Commemorative stamps were first 
used in 1893 in connection with the 
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Chicago World’s Fair, although an 
envelope of that nature was used in 
1876 for Philadelphia World’s Fair. 

Air mail stamps came into use in 
1918 in the United States. Canada 
followed in 1928. Special Delivery 
came into use in the U.S. in 1885 and 
in Canada in 1889. 


Rare Stamps 


The world’s rarest stamp is a one 
penny of Br. Guiana 1856. Only one 
copy is known to be in existance. This 
was owned by a multimillionaire in 
the United States but was recently 
reported as having been stolen. Its 
late owner was said to have kept it 
insured for $40,000. Sweden claims 
also to have one of similar rarity. 
Another very rare one is the Post 
Office Mauritius. Canada’s 12 penny 
is a great rarity. Less than two 
thousand of them were distributed 
and it is said only fourteen Post 
Offices had them for sale. 

The stamps conceded first place 
for artistic beauty is the Canada 
“Blue Nose” of racing fame. The 
most northerly P.O. of America is 
Craig Harbour or was so until very 
recently. I had a letter from a Mr. 
Nichols who used to make regular 
trips these on the “Nascopie” which 
was wrecked in the Arctic a year or 
two ago. This letter was mailed from 
Craig Harbour. 

To Sir Rowland Hill belongs 
honour of introducing stamps 
Gr. Britain. Before this the custom 
was for the receiver of a letter to 
pay when letter was delivered. This 
system was much abused by people 
who would mark letters in a way to 
give information by the marks placed 
thereon. People in this way got to 
know the contents and would fre- 
quently refuse to keep the letter 
when presented by the mail carrier.

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Aro Field Force Provides Scarce Cover 


BY L. W. SHARPE 


It is likely few who collect soldier’s 
letters have ever heard of the Aro 
Field Force. Yet, it is expeditions 
such as it that provide some of the 
most interesting and really hard to 


get items. I suppose they can be 
classed aS war covers. 
At the close of the Boer War in 


South Africa, Great Britain still had 
trouble on her hands in other places. 
One of these was in Nigeria with 
tribal wars and general unrest. For 
some years, especially in Northern 
Nigeria, expeditions had been trying 
to bring peace among the native 
populaton and consolidate the 
country under British rule. 


On the cessation of hostilities in 
South Africa, from among the troops 
engaged there, volunteers were called 
for, among others, for an expedition 
into Southern Nigeria against the 
Aros. 

This expedition it appears went in 
from the town of Old Calabar, the 
capital of the Eastern province of 
Southern Nigeria, situated at the 
mouth of the Cross River. The 
country like that at the mouth of 
the Niger River, some fifty miles to 
the West, is typically tropical, with a 
rainy season often lasting as long as 
ten months in a year. The rainfall 
particularly in the delta region is as 
high as 140 inches in twelve months. 
Forest streams became rivers. Path- 
ways become impassable. The mono- 
tonous mangrove forest becomes a 
reeking, soaking, steaming oven fil- 
led with malaria, rheumatism and 
stinging insects. For six months in 
the year a large portion of the 
province is likely to be partly sub- 
merged. 

The tribes were very numerous, 
each having more or less their own 
distinctive language. Some of the 
tribes were still cannibals. All were 
really fetish worshippers, though at 


this time Christian and Moslem mis- . 


sions had made some converts. 

The Aros against whom this ex- 
pedition set out occupied a consider- 
able area on the Cross River about 
one hundred miles inland. A tribe of 
relatively. high intelligence they 


e 


dominated many of the surrounding 
tribes. Their power was not alone due 
to their warlike ways but in a large 
measure the great influence they 
gained from what was known ARO 


CHUKO an oracle or Juju of re- 
puted great power. It seems they 
were constantly engaging in and 


fomenting tribal wars and general 
unrest. Also, they had become in- 
creasingly daring in their contraven- 
tion of a proclamation made in 1901 
forbidding the buyng, procuring or 
selling of slaves. Their submission to 
the British Crown in 1902, as a re- 
sult no doubt of this expedition, 
largely if not entirely brought to an 
end the tribal wars and consolidated 
Nigeria under British rule. 

The cover I have of this expedition, 
the only one I have ever seen, is of 
considerable interest to me. It was 
given me some years ago by my 
former law partner Mr. E. Russell 
Niblett. Also an ardent philatelist 
Mr. Niblett received it from a re- 
lative in Dunnville and knowing my 
interest in them kindly passed it on 
to me. : 


The sender A. E. Rastrick, at the 
time employed in the then Bank of 
Hamilton in Dunnville, Ontario, Can- 
ada along with several hundred 
others volunteered for service in the 
Canadian Contingent that went to 
South Africa, during the Boer War. 
At the close of the war he was 
among those who volunteered for 
the expedition against the Aros in 
West Africa. 

The cover an ordinary manila 
envelope of rather thin poor quality 
is addressed “To Miss I. N. Stewart, 
Dunnville, Ontario, Canada”. In the 
upper left hand corner apparently in 
the hand writing of the sender is 
“No stamps available—from A. E. 
Rastrick Lieut (his signature)—On 
Aro Field Force—Southern Nigeria, 
West Africa”. It bears no postage 
stamps but to the right edge about 
the middle is a cancellation of the 
ordinary single line circle type, 22 
mm in diameter. It read around the 
inner edge of the circle” Old Calabar 
River” with a dot or period at the 
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bottom to separate the start and 
finish of the wording. The date in 
the center in two lines is Ja28-02. 
Old Calabar River may be the full 


-name of Old Calabar but all the maps 
I have seen show it only as Old Cal- 
abar. On the other hand there may be 
an Old Calabar River post office as 
well. It is back stamped Dunnville, 
Ont. -Mr8-02 with the usual type of 
cancellation then in use. 

There is no evidence of postage 
having been paid or charged. It 
appears to have been carried free as 
a soldier’s letter. 

The expedition was a small one 
consisting of 14 British (white) of- 
fcers and 1830 native soldiers to- 
gether with the crew of H. M. 
Thrush 53 in number and 3 officers 
and 27 sailors of the Protectorate 
gunboat Jackdaw. A bar known as 
the Aro bar to the Africa General 
Service Medal was authorized. 

I understand only two of the 
white officers actually survived the 
expedition. Lieut Rastrek was not 
one of them. He succumbed I am told 
to a tropical illness.

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HOW LONG—A COLLECTOR 


How long does a stamp collector 
stick with the hobby? We know that 
there are defections, but wonder what 
is the average length of time a col- 
lector collects. 
collectors, but like any other line 
there are those who tire and give up. 
In the eight years of editing P.S. we 
have made acquaintance with and cor- 
responded with philatelic enthusiasts 
that have gradually lost interest. 
Some lasted three years; others a bit 
longer. They probably still have 
their collections but enthusiasm has 
cooled. We are speaking of adults, 
perhaps less than five per cent of 
the whole really become inactive. 
Usually when an adult of middle age 
takes up the hobby he becomes a 
confirmed collector, and in most in- 
stances he will be found to have been 
a schoolboy collector. In fact we be- 
lieve most stamp collectors begin in 
school years and continue until their 
wants in stamps run into the more 
expensive lines which they cannot 
afford with the limited spending 
money they have.

' The new Canadian commemorative 


4c stamp which came out October Ist 


has been generally highly compli- 
mented. A few have mentioned that 
the color is a bit drab. We could 
agree that it might have profited in 
attraction in another colour. It also 
seems to us that something could 
have been done to perspective as be- 
tween the parliament building and 
size of the King and Queen’s heads. 
They seem too large for the rest of 
the design, or this may be empha- 
sized by the near white space around 
the tower. A little more colour here 
would have softened the contrast. Or 
inclusion of miniature designs of air- 
planes, one each side of the tower, 
would have broken this up. We know 
they would have had to be small but 
the Banknote people have engravers 
proficient in these miniatures. Yes, 


we believe, while it is a very nice 


stamp, something better might have 
been done with the central back- 
ground. There's a lot of waste space 
a that could profitably have been 
used. 


We like the plan several subserib- 
ers use in making renewals. They 
send part of their mailing wrapper 
from Popular Stamps showing name 
label and address when they remit.
